Senator Sheppard, democrat, 
Texas, co-author ot the Eighteenth 
amendment, started the democratic 
row when he read a statement call- 
ing upon Shouse to support his 
claim that enough states already 
against prohibition to insure action 
at the next convention against the 
dry law. 
Senator Tydmgs of Maryland 
carried the anti-prohibition cause 
in the lengthy wrangle, with Sen- 
ators Black and Heflin of Alabama, 
as well as Morrison, joining in the 
attack on the wet leadtrs of the" 
party.

From another window, you look 


over ranges of mountain, stretch- 
ing farther than the eye can reach, 
all covered with bunch grass, clover, 
wild oats' and live oaks, so brilliant- 
ly green that it seems unnatural. 


You would enjoy a ride over 
these mountains to the Pico farm, 
part of the 240,000-acre ranch, and 
to the Haras for Arabian horses. 


Don Pancho rides along, getting 
on and off his horse as lightly as 
a boy. To him the 20-mile ride, 
up and down steep mountain sides, 
is only "a little 
exercise before 
breakfast, to start the day." 


He had charge of the horses here 
for Senator Hearst, 51 years ago, 
as he nas charge of them now, for 
Senator Hearst's son. But, says he, 
horses are not as good as they used 
to be.

"I have a friend, he came 
here with one extra shir.t tied up in 
a red handkerchief. Now he has a 
nice family and is worth 5100,000. 
He sold milk ?n-l hay. butter and 
cheese, raised everything to feed his 
family, buying nothing but sugar 
and coffee. 


"His children eil had good educa- 
tion at grade and high schools. Now 
he 
buys 
everything, automobiles, 
nice clothes for his family. But he 
worked."

His 
going will be universally mourned." 


Secretary Hurley, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, chief of staff of the 
army, and other high ranking ser- 
vice officers attended. 


Thirteen guns were fired at min- 
ute intervals at Fort Myer as the 
services began with a similar num- 
ber of guns as the body was lowered 
into the grave.

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ADOPTING IRRIGATION IN 


NEBRASKA. 


That the Nebraska farmer is more and more adopt- 


ing irrigation methods as a means of eliminating the 
possibilities of crop loss through drouth is indicated 
by figures recently released by the Bureau of Census. 
In the 10-year period from 3919 to 1929, only two 
states-Arizona and Kansas-showed a greater per- 
centage increase in the number of acres of farm land 
brought under irrigation. 


Of a total increase of 386,725 acres in the United 


States. Nebraska furnished 75,990 acres. ^ 


Seven of the fourteen states possessing irrigated 


lands of sufficient importance to be listed reported a 
decrease during the last dtcade. The gain for the 
nation was but 2 per cent; in Nebraska it was 19-4 


per cent. 


There is a reason why irrigation is finding increas- 


ing favor in Nebraska. Few states in the union are 
better adapted to it. With ordinary care in putting 
water on the land, the traditional danger of "souring 
is eliminated. More than that there are vast areas 
where water can be had at comparatively little fex- 


pense. 


The main increase in irrigation in Nebraska in re- 


cent years has been in the Platte valley Jn counties 
in the central part of the state 
Underlying that en- 


tire region, but a few feet below the surface, is a vast 
bed of water. To tap it the farmer has had to sink 
his well but a few feet. Hundreds of farmers in Buf- 
falo and Kearney counties have constructed their own 
ditches, pumped water from the bed of the Platte, 
and turned it in to their fields. The cost of these in- 
dividual systems for irrigation have been relatively 
small in comparison to Hie larger projects in the 


North Platte valley. 


Of course it means a more sound and stable agri- 


culture. The greatest difficulty which Nebraska has 
had to overcome in its farming program has been 
the losses sustained in dry years. From a short crop 
to a total failure, the state passed through trying and 
critical years in the early nineties. These disasters 
were augmented because too frequently the farmer 
relied entirely upon one crop for his livelihood. 


Now we have a well-balanced and a splendidly di- 


versified agriculture. Instead of corn, wheat 
and 


oats we have twenty-six major crops, with the result 
that it is impossible to suffer a total loss throughout 
the year. There should be no lessening in the plan 
of diversification. As a matter of fact we would 
probably profit more if some of the land now planted 
to the three staple crops were converted into other 


anticipated. It was no secret among Mr. McKelvle's 
friends that hc accepted membership on the board 
only after repeated urging, that he had hoped to re- 
tire much sooner, and had remained in his position 
only because of his friendship for the president. 


It has been a thankless, difficult job. 
With the exception of Chairman Legge. probably 


no member of the board has been the target for more 
criticism than Mr. McKelvle. Because he was repre- 
senting the wheat producing states, a crop grown in 
many Sections of the country, under varying condi- 
tions, it was natural that the Nebraskan should be 
the center of a bitter controversy. The south had its 
cotton troubles; the Pacific coast was interested in 
grapes and citrus fruits. But the entire nation had 
an interest in wheat although, Kansas, Nebraska. Ok- 
lahoma, and the Dakotas produce the bulk of the 
crop. 


What Mr. McKelvie and the federal farm board did 


in an attempt to stabilize the price of wheat repre- 
sented their honest, sincere judgment. They started 
out in the belief that the acreage must be reduced. 
They are still of that opinion and the board is still 
endeavoring to convince the farmers they should 
voluntarily undertake to cut down production. The 
human elements of the problem are too big for any 
one man or any group of men. It is as natural for 
a farmer to desire to add co the size of his fields as 
it is to eat and sleep. Naturally he resents the sug- 
gestion he should curtail and cut down. Then again 
the unforeseen elements which enter into farming, 
including climatic conditions, make the farmer re- 
luctant to accept the board's program. 


Generally the country agrees Mr. Hoover's farm 


program has been a failure. With wheat prices far 
below what they were a year ago, although still above 
the European level, the board is in disfavor. With 
the retirement of Chairman Legge and Mr. McKel- 
vie imminent, it is to be anticipated the president 
will appoint successors. Pride and a peculiar political 
notion that it is fatal to confess failure will impel 
;he white house to continue the farm board experi- 
ment until the conclusion of his term. But if the 
president took public sentiment into consideration, he 
jould discontinue it, relieving the public treasury of 
its terrific drain, without arousing the slightest regret. 


THEY'RE CATCHING UP BACK EAST. 


Lincoln was the first city of any size in the United 


States to install the automatic telephone. Long be- 
:ore that type of instrument came into general use 
throughout the country, the people of Lincoln were as 
familiar with it through everyday contact as they were 
with electric lights, motor vehicles, and 
streetcars. 


But back in the more conservative east, some folks 
are only now making its acquaintance. 


Not very long ago the newspaper dispatches told 


about some rubes in the United States senate becom- 
ing irritated over the installation of automatic tele- 
phones in the capitol and other government buildings.

Every human pursuit has its great 


representatives and for many, as for 
yourself, Rembrandt it what the 
French call "a god of art." He was 
so constituted, and he 50 tiained 
himself, that-he became in his ma- 
turity the mast_er not only of paint- 
ing but of etching. 


It is difficulty to write about him 


with restraint because he has been 
the object of almost limitless eulogy. 
I am not qualified to give you a 
technical or critical 
appraisal of 


his marvelous genius. But experts 
an<} connoisseurs hold Rembrandt in 
the highest reverence. They 
as- 


sign him, with one or two other 
artists such as Titian and Turner, 
sn eminenc eto which the choicest 
homage gravitates. So any whisper 
of criucism is lest in the chorus of 
his praise and "the mildest quali- 
fication," to quote Philip Gilbert 
Hamerton, ''is likely to be resented 
as a species of atheism." But your 
enthusiasm is genuine, and it re- 
minds me of my absolute absorp- 
tion w.nen in Amsterdam. I stood for 
the first time before Rembrandt's 
"Night Watch," so called. 


"Whatever may be said about his 
portrayals of women, surely he un- 
derstood the very souls of men. and 
revealed them on his canvass. His 
mind had a native grandeur all its 
own which he imparted to his work. 
The portrait of Madame Bass dem- 
onstrates what strength and dignity 
he could breathe into the vener- 
ableness of an old lady. Your visits 
to Europe would have been amply 
rewarded had you seen nothing else 
there than Rembrandt's mighty in- 
spirations. Perhaps you know that 
he went on painting to the very 
end, although he was bankrupt, sick, 
almost blind and desperately un- 
happy. They buried his body in a 
pauper's grave, but his name lives 
for evermore.

County Wants Cases Sent 


To City Isolation 


Hospital. 


Object to Having- Deten- 


tion Home Under 


Quarantine. 


Refusal of city health officials to 


place in the Isolation hospital three 
cases of scarlet fever developing in 
the county detention home drew 
much criticism Monday from two 
members of the board of commis- 
sioners. Commissioners Hensley and 
Bennett- expressed their attitude to- 
wards the action in strong terms. 
Commissioner Cameron, although 
present, took no part in the dis- 
cussion. 


In explaining the action of the 
city in turning down the request of 
the county wnen the scarlet fever 
cases developed Saturday, Dr. M. F. 
Arnholt said that quarters at the 
isolation 
hospital are not sufli- 


cienly large to care for "institu- 
tional" cases. All available room 
must be kept open, he said, for 
private cases, such as develop in 
the homes, hotels and boarding 
rooms of the city. 


"The detention ;;ome is not an in- 
stitution," Hensley declared. "It s 
a 
hold-over 
where 
incorrigible 
children are held until some dis- 
position can 
be made of their 
cases." 


"The scarlet fever cases which the 
city refused to take are all city 
cases," Commissioner Bennet stated. 
"All three of the patients come 
from city homes." 


Compares Situations. 


"If the city refuses to take cases 


from the county dentention home, 
•why shouldn't we ask our county 
physician to refuse to assist with 
city cases. Aren't the two situations 
comparable," Hensley broken in. 
"Let the city take over the de- 


tention home," Bennett argued. 
"The children who come there are 
all city children. We'll get out and 
let them take care of their cases 
in any way they please." . 


Holding the three children at the 


home, even though they are isolated, 
prevents the county from either ad- 
mitting or releasing any of the 
other inmates, Hensley asserted. 
"What could we do if they brought 
us a dozen cases now for the de- 
tention home. We can't admit them. 
The other thing we could do, so 
Jar as I see, is to board them out 
at a great cost to the county." 


The quarantine placed by Dr. 
Arnholt upon the detention home is 
only for a period of seven days as 
far as the building is concerned. 
The three sick children are under 
the regular three week's quaran- 
tine, but the restriction 
will be 
raised as far as the building and all 
other inmates are concerned at the 
end of seven days if no further 
cases develop, according to the city 
physician.

Determining Sanity 


Defendants. 


A 
bill providing entirely 
new 


procedure in the examination of 
persons pleading insanity or men- 
tal 
incompetcncy 
when 
facing 


criminal complaints, was :,dvancett 
by the Nebraska house of represen- 
tatives Monday. 


The measure, H. R. 209, permits 
trial jurists to take one of two 
alternatives. Persons pleading in- 
sanity or mental incompetency may 
be examined by alienists. appointed 
by the court, or they may be placed 
in a state institution for observa- 
tion. 


At the termination of the ex- 


amination the trial may proceed, 
providing the tests have proven 
negative. The bill, however, does 
not deprive the accused of the 
right to employ private alienists. 


The house also advanced H. R. 


176, 
providing for publication of 


a supplement to the 1929-30 statutes 
to contain the laws enacted by the 
present legislature. The bill places 
the preparation of the supplement 
under the joint jurisdiction of the 
governor and the Supreme court. 
It further provides that about 4,000 
copies shall be published, and that 
they shall sell for $3. The cost of 
$5,000, Johnson said, will be ab- 
sorbed by the sale of the books.

Goes Into the Goose.

They had had chicken on 
Thanksgiving, turkey on Christmas 
and now thej were waiting for the 
goose. 


Nancy chose a goose which was 
young and fat 
The fat was white 
and <!oft, thr feet yellow, the breast 
was thick and firm and the wmd- 
jipe broke easily under pressure of 
ler fingers 
She chose a goose 


which weighed about eleven pounds. 
This is the equivalent in meat to 
hat found on an eight-pound tur- 
key. 


After 
cleaning, 
singeing 
and 
draining £he rubbed salt, j pepper, 
pnger ana a bit of garlic inside the 
sird. Ther. she stuffed it with a 
mine and apple dressing 
The goose roasted for four hours, 
laving; the heat at 500 degrees for 
;he first half hour and at 350 de- 
trees for the remainder of 
the 
time. 


She basted the goose with hot 
water in •which she had put some 
orange juice 
Of course, after the 
[irst oasting she lifted the liquid 
from th» pan. so fat was combined 
with the water and juice 


She stewed one-quarter 
pound 
prunes anc" pitted them, cutting 
the 'lesh in small pieces. Then she 
peeled three sour apples and cut 
the apple pulp in small pieces. She 
combined these with one cup cold 
boiled rirs, to which she had added 
one-half teaspoon poultry season- 
ing, jne-hall teaspoon salt and 
some Dcpncr. She stuffed ths cavi- 
ty with this and roasted the goose. 
Sha minht ha\e used all prunes 
or all apples and she mieht have 
substitirtc-1 one cup bread crumbs 
for the cocked nee 
But she was 


well satisfied with the drcssinc she 
had chos- .1. and so trerc the other 
mcmb-rs o' her family.
